LONDON IP) — The western Big 
Three foreign ministers met with 
West German Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer today to draw up a gen­ 
eral agreement—perhaps by night- 
fall—to end the nine-year-old oc­ 
cupation of Western Germany. 
A quick grant ol political inde­ 
pendence to the 78-year-old Aden­ 
auer’s Bonn government appeared 
virtually certain as the n ne-nation 
conference on freeing and rearm ­ 
ing West Germany neared its end. 
Agree in Principle 
The final success of the com­ 
plicated negotiations designed <o 
enlist West German troops in a 
defense alliance against commu­ 
nism seemed assured after dele­ 
gates agreed in principle yesterday 
on a compromise plan for con­ 
trolled German rearmament. 
Under the plan, West Germany 
and Italy will be admitted into 
an 
enlarged 
Brussels 
Alliance, 
formed in 1948 bv Britain, France, 
Belgium, the Netherlands and Lux- 
embourgh. At the same time. West 
Germany also would be taken into 
The North Atlantic Treaty Organ­ 
ization as its 15th member. 
Today’s meeting on German sov­ 
ereignty brought together Adenau­ 
er, U. S. Secretary of State Dulles, 
British Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden and French Premier Pierre 
Mondes-France. 
Informants said Dulles and Men- 
des-France appeared ready to go 
along with a proposal by Eden for 
an immediate Big Three declara­ 
tion of intent to wind up the occu­ 
pation as soon as the control sys­ 
tem is prepart'd. 
Rights Covered 
Meantime, the Allies would re­ 
store without delay additional po­ 
litical and economic rights to the 
Germans, in return for guarantees 
from Adenauer’s government cov­ 
ering: 
1. An agreement to work out a 
common policy with the three oc­ 
cupying powers before entering ne­ 
gotiations with t v 
Russians for 
a peace treaty and reunification 
of Germany. 
2. Approval of continued Allied 
administraton 
of 
West 
Berlin. 
3. Permission for Allied troops 
to remain in Germany as part of 
the NATO defense force against 
Communist aggression. 
4. Safeguards against the growth 
of big industrial cartels and other 
economic developments 
w h i c h 
might foster a revival of German 
militarism. 
Adenauer also has indicated he 
Is ready to satisfy French demands 
for a guarantee that the proposed 
12-division German armv would 
never be used independently in any 
attempt to take over Communist- 
ruled East Germany by force.
